Your letter of May 17th, relative 
to your Conmission as provided in Laws 1955, chapter 313, has 
been received. Your question 4s whether the State may acquire 
property for the purpose or resale or lease for the profits to 
be used for supporting projects such as building a lake, etce, 
under the eminent domain powers of the State. 


The answer to that question 4s to be 
found in 66 N.H. at 647, in the Opinion of the Justices, which 
states in substance as follows: 

A taking and sale of land by the state for 
the profit the state might make by the trans- 
action would not be a public use of it within 
the law of eminent domain, or 4 public purpose 
within the law of taxation.
